MBS. PLACE DIES. 


Death Penalty Was Inflicted 


Without a Scene, 


The Condemned Woman Walked 
Serenely into the Death Cham- 


ber Murmuring a Prayer, 


MARTHA PLACE EXECUTED. 


No Scene. Death Instantaneous. Walk- 


ed Into Death Chamber Serenely. 


Sing Sing, N. T., March 20— Mrs. 


Martha Place of Brooklyn, the first 
woman to suffer the death penalty in 
this state since death by electricity was 
substituted for hanging, 
paid the 


penalty for murder today. She died 
at 11.01 o'clock, one made no scene. 
The first shock lasted four seconds; 
the second shock four seconds too. 
The voltage was 1760, reduced to 200 for 
56 seconds.

Mrs. Place went to the chair leaning 


on the warden's arm. She was attend- 
ed by two women one a prison matron 
and the other a physician. Her eyes 
were closed and she murmured a 
prayer.

No one 
has walked into the death chamber so 
serenely as she. Death came with less 
struggle than was ever before wit- 
nessed and it was instantaneous. 
Hardly a witness saw the convulsive 
movement which follows the electric 
shock. The body merely stiffened and 
the heart ceased Deatlnsr witftlira min- 
ute. The face remained calm and 
seemed almost to bear a smile as she 
died. 


most Shocking, Deliberate fT»tm*, 
The body was allowed to remain 


where it had been strapped for 15 min- 
utes and was then carried to ths 
autopsy room. The result of the 
autopsy will not be made public at 
present the warden said. Mrs. Place's 
crime was the most shocking and de- 
liberate murder for which any woman 
haa been convicted in this state. It 
was prompted by unreasoningjealousy. 
The woman strangled her young step- 
daughter, Ida Place, after blinding her 
with acid, and then, waiting through 
the entire day, made a murderous at- 
tack upon her husband with an axe 
when he returned in the evening from 
his work. 


RECOVERING TUB BODIES. 


Human Remains, Indlstlngnlsbable 


as to Sex, Taken From Windsor 


Hotel Ruins. 


New lork, March 20— The skeleton of 


a victim of the Windsor hotel fire was 
found this morning on the 46th street 
side. The remains are in a condition 
making it impossible to tell whether 
they were of a man or woman. The 
body was found 10 feet from the side- 
walk and 20 feet from the rear of the 
building. A human foot with nearly all 
the flesh still on it was also discovered 
at the same spot. A burned bone of a 
human leg, so badly charred as to be 
indistinguishable in regard to sex, was 
taken from the heap of rubbish at the 
entrance to the hotel. Ordinary diggers 
were then taken off and special men 
put to work digging with their hands 
so as to get all the bodies or pieces of 
bodies. The second body was found at 
9.45 o'clock, Just where the entrance to 
the hotel was. It was a skeleton with- 
out flesh and a great many of the 
hones were broken. It could not be told 
whether it was of a man of woman. 
These are the first human remains to 
be found in the ruins.

NEATI/f ENTRAPPED. 


Combination of Rebel Force* scattered 


by Wheaton's Troop. 


Manila, March 20.—Some of the rebels 


recently expelled from Cavite and the 
small towns in the vicinity of Pasig com- 
bined forces and Saturday night attack- 
ed a company of the Washmgton volun- 
teers, a detached post at Taguig, albout 
a mile and a h&lf southeast of Pasig. 
General Wheaton immediately rein- 
forced the Americans with two compan- 
ies each of the Washington amTthe Ore- 
gon regiments. 


The post had held the enemy in check, 


and the fire of the reinforcing companies 
repulsed them, driving them across to an 
island formed in the estuary. They 
were tihus in front of the Twenty-second 
regulars. 


On discovering that they were en- 


trapped, the rebels fought desperately, 
aided materially by the jungle and the 
darkness, but they were completely 
routed, with heavy loss, after two hours 
of fighting. The Americans lost two 
killed and 20 wounded. Among the latter 
was Lieutenant Frank Jones.

General Wheaton decided to punish 


the natives, and at daybreak yesterday 
his brigade started in the following 
order: 
The Sixth artillery holding the 


extreme rig^t, the Oregon volunteers 
holding the enter, the Washirigton reg- 
iment keeping to the lake, and the 


I Tw enty- second regulars occupying the 


right of the line, which swept the whole 
country along the lake, in a south- 
easterly directlou, towarS General Oven- 
shine's position. The line, thus extended 
over two miles of country, rough and 
covered with thick jungle, advanced 11 
miles. 
The enemy fled, the last of them 


being seen about 3: SO in the afternoon. 
•Ai scarcely any time did the Americans 
get within 1200 yards of them.

According to the official reports no fewer 
than 200 Filipinos were killed. 


General Otis says that the American 


army and gunboats now command the 
lake. 
He estimates that property of 


the insurgents valued at $500,000 has 
been destroyed, while quantities of rice 
and sugar, and 400 tons of coal, which is 
very valuable here, have been captured. 


The armed tugs Laguna d« Bay and 


Oeste have returned to San Pedro Macati 
and reported the results of their tour of 
tbe lake. On Friday morning last they 
shelled the town of Morong, the rebels 
fleeing without making any response to 
the fire. The Americans landed a party, 
which destroyed a quantity of stores and 
all the stone buildings, except the 
church. 


The expedition then proceeded to Ma- 


jayjay, where a sugar mill and sawmill 
were destroyed. 


On arriving at Santa Crux, a town of 


1200 inhabitants, it was found that the 
enemy was strongly entrenched and pre- 
pared to defend the position, assisted by 
two gunboats and several launches. 
Moreover the mouth of the river was 
blocked with rocks and bamboo. - A few 
shells caused an exodus of the citizens, 
but not of tof enemy's troops.

A PROBABLE SOLUTION 


Captain Huston Discovers Cables and 


Switch Board in a Secret Prison 


at Havana 100 Yards From 


Wreck of the Vessel 


Cincinnati, Ohio, March 20—A local 


paper has a story that the location of 
the key board by which the Maine was 
blown up in Havana harbor hag been 
found by an Arnncan engineer officer. 
The story is that Captain T. L| Huston 
of the volunteer engineers, who en- 
terd the service from Cincinnati and 
who was assigned to the duty of 
cleaning out 
the 
fortifications 
of 


Havana, had discovered in the gun 
room of the Cuartel de Fuersto a 
wooden box or hut in -which was found 
a gutta percha tube containing one 
large copper wire and several small 
wires. He also found evidence of a key 
board having been torn away. Captain 
Huston confided his discovery to War- 
ren J. Lynch, newly appointed general 
passenger agent of the Big Four rail- 
road svho was visiting in Havana, and 
said he was about to trace the wire to 
prove his theory that the Maine was 
exploded from that point. Tha wreck of 
the vessel can be seen from this room 
not more than 100 yards distant. The 
room itself was in part a .prison, to 
which access was allowed only to a few 
officers. 


HIGHWAYMEN FOILED'.

Lowell, Mass., March 20.—A hack with 


a driver and four occupants was held up 
in Middlesex-street, just over the line in 
North Clemsford, at about 1 o'clock yes- 
terday morning by sbf highwaymen. 
The place where the holdup occurred is] 
in a hollow in a strip of dark woods* and 
Is the lo-nhest spot at night within five 
miles of Lowell. 


At the time the affair happened the 


team was being driven at a rapid pace. 
The men sprang suddenly from the side 
of the road and three shoisj were fired 
almost simultaneously, one whizzing by 
th« driver's head. The horses, being 
frightened by the flashes and the reports, 
•wung short around and the driver, not 
unmindful of numerous unpleasantries 
that have occurred in this vicinity of late, 
encouraged them in their "face about" 
by applying a loose- rein and a free laeto.

Arriving at the house of ex- 
Superintendenit of Streets Fowler, the 
hack driver aroused the household and 
telephoned to the Lowell police.

window directly behind his chair 
He 


protested and was advised to change 
bis seat He would not Instead he paid 
a servant 10 cents a minute to stand 
between him and the draft. After 
breakfast be expostulated with the 
landlord, but received no satisfaction. 


"Never mind." said Train "In 60 


days I will build a hotel that will rain 
your business.' 


And be did 
The contract was let 


that day 
Scores of men were put to 


work The site selected was Ninth and 
Barney streets, near the Missouri river 
Citizen Train went to New York and 
engaged Colonel Cozzens, a noted caterer 
of that city, as manager for his hotel 


The building alone cost $40.000. The 


furnishings cost $30.000 more. In the 
basement was a gas plant—the only 
one west of St Louis. The work was 
done on time. and. true to his word. 60 
days after he threatened the manager 
of the Herndon House George Francis 
Train, citizen of the earth, opened his 
hotel, which he called the Cozzens 
House. The grand opening ball was at- 
tended by the governor of Nebraska and 
bis staff, the mayor of Omaha and 
many notables from other states. The 
bouse was a blaze of glory and a scene 
of almost oriental magnificence Just 
when the big leception was well on 
there was a sadden flash, a strange 
noise, and then—total darkness I The 
gas plant bad collapsed 


The Cozfcens House did a flourishing 


business for a year or two and the Hern- 
don House was badly crippled Finally 
Train fell out with bis manager and 
the place was closed. 


After the business part of Omaha 


moved back from ths river the Herndon 
Honse declined and finally relapsed into 
a state of innocuous desuetude. A few 
years later it became the property of 
(He Union Pacific railroad and is still 
used as the headquarters of that com- 
pany in Omaha.

New York, March ZO.—Very little prog- 


ress was made yesterday In removing 
rh<? debris of the Windsor hotel fire la the 
effort to discover the bodies that are 
supposed to He buried there. All day 
long over 200 men labored as much as tbe 
misty, muddy, steaming mass of broken 
stones, twisted iron and crushed brick 
wcuid admit A heavy, stifling vapor 
arose continually, retarding progress of 
the workers and keeping them for th* 
most part away from tbe center of the 
ruins. 


The ruins still smoulder, and the smoke 


and gaaee blowing into the faces of the 
workers made tt-eir task one of great 
toil and hardship. From time to time 
men were compelled to desist for a few 
minutes. By midnight the laborers had 
excavated back from th« front building 
line and to the sub-basement'for a dis- 
tance of 15 feet. 


The death list remains at 16, and the 


list of missing has been reduced to 43, as 
a number of those previously unaccount- 
ed for reported in person or bad been lo- 
cated by friends.

In the wreck made the men work care- 
fully. Each shovelful of the refuse was 
carefully exam ned before being placed 
In the carts. Policemen, both In uniform 
and in the guise of foremen, mingled with 
the worklngmen and carefully watched 
their every movement, Mora than five 
men were searched at the end of their 
ehlfta. Many of the men resented this, 
saying it was unnecessary and protesting 
that no man would think of taking such 
property, and especially under, the cir- 
cumstances. The contractors and the 
officials of the building department were 
obdurate, however, and said they would 
take no chances, and that everyone must 
be searched. 


One of ohe strange sights of Sunday to 


the police was the curiosity of the crowd. 
The sightseers numbered 
thousands 


while daylight lasted, and even after 
nightfall tha number of visitors was 
uncomfortably large. So much did they 
annoy the police Chat late in the after- 
noon the lines were shoved out to Sixth 
avenue on the west, to Forth-ninth street 
on the north and to Forty-fourth sire 
on th« south This made it impossible 
f.r the cro-nds to see anything, but they 
still remained on the edge of the for- 
bidden territory. Many persons of prom- 
inence visited the ruins during the day. 
Richard Croker was a visitor, and many 
other prominent politicians and business 
men also got inside the fire lines. 


From Fifth avenue much of the debris 


that had fallen into the street had been 
cleared away and the men were able to 
reach a portion of the flret floor. What 
small portions of wall that could be 
blasted down were levelled, but the great 
pillar of brick at Forty-seventh street 
end still stood. It was In such a threat- 
ening condition that the police notified 
the residents of the house across the 
street to remain in the rear of theii 
dwellings to prevent any fatalities when 
tbe crash came. Up to midnight no 
bodies had been discovered and no more 
deaths from injuries received at the fire 
were reported from the hospitals, but a 
number of the Injured were still in a 
serious condition. 


A large force of men were at work dur- 


ing the afternoon on what was the main 
entrance to the hotel. It was expected 
that bodies would flrst be found there. 
A large amount of small articles, prin- 
cipally the personal property of guests, 
was found. 


Daniel Sweeny, the emergency wrecker 


of the building department, and three 
men, had a narrow escape from injury 
and possible death about 5 o'clock. Tha 
four men were on top of the six-story 
wall, which was still standing on the 
47th street rear corner of the hotel, tear- 
ing It down 
A stiff north wind blew up 


rather suddenly, and Sweeny felt the 
wall trembling beneath him. 
Sweeny 


cried out a warning, and the men hurried 
from their dangerous perch. 
They 


were just outside the danger line when a 
great section of the wall, 30 feet or more 
square, and including that portion where 
they had been working, went down with 
a roai. 
A portion of It fell on the roof 


of the house back of the hotel, wrecking 
the roof. 
The house had been emptied 


by order of the building department, and 
nobody was Injured. 


The work of demolishing the frag- 


mentary portions of walls on the east 
and north sides of tha burning building 
waa begun yesterday, and later the work 
of removing the rubbish was pushed as 
vigorously as was practicable. 


The fire lines are more ilgidly kept 


than ever before, and all persons without 
a special permit are kept outside. 


During the day the workmen were en- 


gaged In picking to pieces the six story 
wall that is standing on the 47th street 
side of the hotel site, in order to make 
the search In the ruins safe. 
The sec- 


ond 85-foot chimney was) dynamited 
shortly after 3 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. 
The explosion wrecked a num- 


ber of plate glass Windows and doors 
in nearby residences. 


The Herald says that a mass of tes- 


timony l* accumulating tending to show 
that the Windsor Hotel flre was of incen- 
diary origin, and that the motive was 
robbery, and that in some cases the 
thieves were successful.

The owner cf Popocatepetl. General 


Caspar BancBez Ocboa of Mexico City, 
has been negotiating for about a year 
with different parties for tbe transfer 
of his magnificent property. Last spring 
tbe Mexican Powder company treated 
for the acquisition of tbe snlphnr de- 
posits, and the deal is etill on foot Last 
October an Englishman, Mr. Henry E 
Taylor, representing the largest sulphur 
manufacturing concern in Great Brit- 
ain. visited Mexico for the second time 
in connection with this matter and 
made an offer of $350,000 for the vol- 
cano. 


The firm represented by Mr. Taylor 


some years ago purchased the silicon 
deposits in California. However, Gen- 
eral Ochoa has not positively made any 
transfer as yet. for £he different parties 
negotiating have so far failed to make 
the necessary money deposit. The ex- 
traction of sulphur from Popocatepetl, 
General Ochoa says, is boned to be very 
remunerative, 
provided propei ma- 


chinery is employed for the purpose. It 
used to be valued at $33 a ton. but now 
is valued at from f 85 to $40 a ton, and 
with proper apparatus for the mining 
and extraction, the industry represents 
abont 100 per cent of profit 


General Ochoa is figuring npon the 


construction of a cableway for the ex- 
traction of tbe sulphur deposits, and a 
working model of the proposed cable 
line is to be seen ia the office of Mr. 
Donald Stewart. Mr. Stewart some 
time since proposed to General Ochoa 
that a tan nel be driven from a point 
abont 600 meters below the crater to 
tap the bottom of the snjpbur deposits. 
At that time General Ocboa's idea was 
to carry the cable line up to the peak 
and over into tbe crater, a project 
which was impracticable on account of 
the very slender support furnished -by 
the narrow lips of the crater for the ca- 
ble supports and furthermore because 
it would have required considerable 
power for tbe hoisting of the buckets 
from the depths of tbe crater, and the 
generation of power is almost impossi- 
ble at that height. Impressed with the 
engineering difficulties. General Ochoa 
now approves of the plan suggested by 
Mr. Stewart to tnnnel tbe mountain and 
connect tbe mouth of the tunnel with 
thg hamlet at Tlamacae. To make the 
connection between the tnnnel and the 
proposed reduction works at Tlamacas 
would require 15,000 feet of cable, the 
longest cableway in the world.

A STREAM OF EARTH. 


ir Is lal« to Be Marlngr D«w* • lt*O 


Valley In India. 


Captain Robert! of the British army 


writes to Sir Martin Conway. th; ex- 
plorer of tbe Himalaya*, of a canons 
phenomenon be baa seen among tbe 
mountains of tbe extreme northwestern 
part of India, not far from tbe npper 
Indus. There ia a very narrow valley, 
or nullah, among these mountains, the 
head of which is about 18,000 feet and 
the foot abont 5,000 feet above sea level 
Tbe earth on the floor of this nullah is 
moving down toward the foot of the 
valley at the rate of about 600 feet a 
year. This estimate of tbe rate of move- 
tnent is made from the position of trees 
that are growing on tbe surface and 
every year are nearer tbe foot of the 
valley. The surface of the moving mass 
fills the bottom of the nnllah and ia 
abont 600 feet wide. As far as he is 
able to ascertain there ia no ice or snow 
above or within tbe moving mass. The 
surface is undulating and looks like a 
moraine covered glacier, except that 
grass is growing npon it. The neigh- 
boring villagers have made a few culti- 
vation terraces upon the moving mass. 
In depressions on both aides of it 
streams flow between the mass and the 
hillsides. The natives say there is noth- 
ing new about the phenomenon; that 
the mass ia always in very gradual mo- 
tion, and though they till a part of the 
surface they have given up attempts to 
build houses on it because they always 
tumble down. 


Though this information ia made 


public without comment by so high an 
authority as Sir Martin Conway, the 
editor of Nature, in which it appears, 
seems inclined to regard it as a fish 
story and disclaims responsibility for 
it. If the information is correct, it 
would seem that tbe elope of the rock 
underlying tbe alluvial mass is suffi- 
ciently steep to overcome tbe friction 
to a considerable extent, permitting a 
slow movement of the earth down tbe 
valley, as glaciers move to lower levels. 


This phenomenon appears to be mid- 


way between the landslides that are fre- 
quent in mountain regions when the 
lower part of the earth maes becomes 
saturated with water, making the rock 
elope on which it rests slippery, and tbe 
very thick, black mud avalanches that 
Sir Martin Conway and other explorers 
have described as rushing down tbe 
eteep nullahs in the Himalayas at tbe 
rate of several miles an hour.—New 
York Sun,

Connected with the bureau of infor- 


mation of the war department there 
HI 6 officers and civilians who have vis- 
ited the Philippines and who have a 
knowledge of the conn try in which 
General Otis mnst make his campaign 
in his advance against the insurgent 
capital, Malolos. From their knowledge 
of the country they are inclined to the 
opinion that the advance of the Ameri- 
can troops will be beset with difficulties 
and hardships, bat not such «s cannot, 
or will not, be overcome. Some facts 
about the country through which the 
American troops will have to pass in 
their movement against Malolos cannot 
fail to prove interesting. 


Malolos, the city which is the seat of 


Agninaldo's government, is located in 
the province of Bulacan. This is one of 
the smallest but richest provinces of the 
archipelago. It is bounded on the east 
by Nenva Ecija, on the south by Ma- 
nila, on the west by the bay and prov- 
ince of Pampanga and on the north by 
the province of Pampanga. The area is 
965 square miles and the popnlation is 
230.000 
It is crossed by several rami- 


fications of the Caraballo mountains 
and by the great Pampanga river, which 
empties into Manila bay by several 
months, some of which are navigable. 
The land is fairly cultivated. 


It will no doubt be a matter of much 


surprise to many people to learn that 
in this province there are in the neigh- 
borhood of 35 cities all bnt one of 
which have a population of over 5,000 
and the population of some of which 
runs np as high as 20,000. In fact, the 
province is so thickly settled that all 
bat these cities may be said to be 
slightly separated divisions of one 
great city The capital of the province 
isBnlacan. with a popnlation of 13,186. 
It is sitnated 22 miles from Manila: 
hag a church, a town hall and about 
2,000 stone houses. Angat. with a pop- 
nlation of 8.000, is situated 19 miles 
from Bnlacan; Balinag. with a popu- 
lation of 14.122, is situated 13 miles 
from Bulacan; Barasoain, with a popu- 
lation of 9,675, is sitnated 6 miles from 
Bnlacan; Bigaa, with a population of 
8,130, is situated 3% miles from Bula- 
can: Bocane, with a popnlation of 10,- 
345. 
is sitnated 41-3 miles from Bula- 


can; Bustos. with a population of 
7,095, is sitnated 2 miles from Bulacan; 
Calnmosit. with a population of 15.079, 
is situated 12 miles from Bnlacan; 
Guiguinto, with a population of 5,115, 
is sitnated 3 miles from Bnlacan; Ha- 
gonoy, with a popnlation of 30,120, is 
situated 20 miles from Bulacan; Ma- 
lolos, Agninaldo's capital, has a popnla- 
tion of 14,599, and is situated 6 miles 
from Bnlacan; Marilao, with a popula- 
tion of 5,075, is situated 8 miles from 
Bnlacan; Meicauayan, with a popnla- 
tion of 8.119, is sitnated 11 miles from 
Bnlacan; Norzagaray, with a popnla- 
tion of 5.305, is situated 16 miles from 
Bnlacan; Obando. with a popnlation of 
7,948, is situated 7 miles from Bnlacan; 
Paombong, with a popnlation of 10,- 
297, is sitnated 8 miles from Bulacan; 
Polo, with a population of 7,549. is 
situated 7 miles from Bnlacan; Quinga, 
with a popnlation of 8,854. is sitnated 
7 miles from Bnlacan; San Ildefonso, 
with a popnlation of 6,601, is sitnated 
19 miles from Balacan; San Jose, with 
a popnlation of 2,297, is situated 16 
miles from Balacan; San Mignel de 
Maynmo, with a popnlation of 20,460.

Malolos. Aguinaldo's capital, is sitn- 


ated near the foot of the range of moun- 
tains which rise about 30 mihs back of 
Manila. All of the country between Ma- 
nila and Malolos is said to be level and 
in many places very swampy. There are 
canals innumerable for draining off the 
water into the rivera These canals and 
the swampy character cf the country 
will make the advance of the American 
troops slow, if they are met with any 
formidable show of resistance. 
The 


roads between Manila and Malolos are 
of each a poor character that the carry- 
ing of any heavy artillery will be out 
of the question 
The only artillery 


which will be available will be snch as 
can be carried npon the backs of mules. 


There will be no great amount of 


tronble in reducing the cities which lie 
between the American line and its ob- 
jective point. Maloloa While in some 
of th"tn there are a number of stone 
bouses, as in Bulacan which has 2,000 
such, most of them are made np of 
shack houses. The rebels would not be 
able to make anything like a determin- 
ed stand in one of their towns, fffr the 
reason that none of the towns is forti- 
fied, and the rebels know nothing about 
the building of fortifications beyond the 
digging of rifle pits. Their plan of cam- 
paign undoubtedly will be not to make 
a stand against the American forces, 
bnt to harass them as much as possible 
in advance, in the hope that the great 
beat and the swamps throngh which the 
Americans mast pass will do the work 
which the rebels themselves arc not able 
to do. 


The army officials in Washington are 


ranch more apprehensive abontthe dan- 
gen to our troop* from theae latter 
sources than about any harm which the 
rebels themselves can do them.—8t 
Ionia Globe-Democrat

It 1* One of the Institution* of New 


Orleans. 


There is a place in New Orleans that 


strangers are always glad to have point- 
ed out—Begeny's. over in the French 
quarter, kept by Mme. Begeny (pro- 
nounced Bigaay, with tbe accent on the 
last syllable), and famous for the break- 
fasts it serves at 11 o'clock every morn- 
ing. 


Originally this breakfast was intend- 


ed for the batchers, and they contribut- 
ed to it the daintiest meats that the 
splendid French market in New Orleans 
provided from day to day. Gradually 
outsiders began to come in, and now 
one must engage a seat at breakfast two 
days ahead. Tbe morning the writer 
was there a distinguished judge of the 
supreme court was tbe principal visitor, 
and he, with his family and seveial 
gnests from Boston, sat at the head of 
the table. 


One long table occupies the little 


dining room, to which one climbs by a 
rickety flight of stairs. Every French- 
man, when be gets np, takes a cup of 
coffee and n roll, and at 11 o'clock eats 
bis real breakfast. This is the meal that 
Mme. 
Begeuy serves, and it costs $1 


The kitchen is right off of the dining 
room, and there is no pretense of adorn- 
ment 
Everything is as plain and sim- 


ple as it can be. excepting the food, and 
this is the perfection of the gastronomic 
art. A bottle of clsret stood at each 
place, which', with water 
imported 


from Germany and called "blue label,' 
was all there was to drink nntil the lit- 
tle cap of black coffee finished the re- 
past. 


The first thing served was duck. It 


was excellent, and so was everything 
else included in the' eight or nine 
courses that came on. and that con- 
cluded, singularly enough, with liver, 
so cooked that the only regret was that 
the piece 'was not larger 
It takes two 


hours to eat a breakfast at Begeny's, 
and yon get enongh to, last you for all 
day.—Leslie's Weekly, 


A GRIM CEREMONY. 


by 
An Emperor'* Death Hastened 


Reh'earnlngr HI* Own Funeral. 


Emperor Charles V of Spain brought 


about his death by rehearsing his own 
funeral. For the last two years of h;s 
life, after resigning the scepter of Spp'n 
and the Netherlands to his son Philip 
in 1556, Charles retired to the monas- 
tery of Yuste. in Estremadura, and 
there lived a cloister life in close int 
course with the monks, devoting much 
time to religious exercises. During this 
period, prompted it may be by the ex- 
ample of Cardinal de la Marck. wl"> 
for several years before his death, in 
1528, 
had annually rehearsed his own 


obsequies, the emperor, in the summer 
of 1558, formed the resolution to cele- 
brate his own funeral before be died. 


Accordingly, on Ang. 30 of that year, 


the grim farce was carried ont with the 
most elaborate ceremonial. Tbe imperial 
domestics marched with black tapers in 
their hands, and the emperor, clad in 
sable weeds, himself followed, wearing 
his shrond. While the solemn mass for 
the dead was sung before the high altar 
in the cathedral Charles gave np his ta- 
per to the priest, typifying thereby his 
resignation of lile, and was solemnly 
laid in his coffin. The ceremony closed 
with sprinkling holy water on his bod; ; 
then, all tbe attendants • retiring, the 
doors were shut, and Chprles rose from 
his narrow bed and withurew to bis pri- 
vate apartment 


The damping of tbe graveclothes in 


duced a chill, which, aided no doubt by 
the mental depression caused by the 
grewsome ceremony, induced a fever 
which ended in his death three weeks 
later, on tbe 21st of September, 1688.

NUTRITIVE VALUE OF FOODS, 


Atimtof • CaI«rlB*«t«r t« 


B* •bows at Paris Bzpo*lttoa. 
Professor W. O. Atwater of Wesleyae 


university, who is also director of the 
Storrs agricultural experiment station 
and special agent of the United States 
department of agriculture in charge of 
nnrtition investigations, has been in- 
vited to prepare a model and description 
of the Atwater-Rosa respiration calor- 
imeter at Wesleyan university for the 
Paris exposition in 1900. This appa- 
Idtns. which is the most complete of its 
kind in tbe United States or Europe, is 
used for elaborate researches npou the 
fundamental laws of nutrition. Jnst 
now an experiment ia in progress for 
the study of tbe action of the law of the 
conversion of energy in the human body. 


The apparatus consists of a small 


chamber, with copper walls. In this a 
man stays for a number of days and 
nights. A current of air provides for 
ventilation and careful measurements 
and analyses are made of all of the food, 
drink and excretory products, includ- 
ing even the air which the man breathes. 
The potential energy of the food which 
the man eats and of the materials ex- 
creted, and also tbe heat given off from 
his body and thf muscular work which 
he performs, are likewise accurately 
measured. 


Already experiments have been made 


with three men, each experiment last- 
ing from 4 to 13 dnys, and the results 
have heap exceedingly satisfactory 
Much information has been gained 
about the ways by which food supplies 
the body with heat and muscular 
strength. Applications for detailed de- 
scriptions of the calorimeter have been 
received from experimenters in the 
United States and Germany. 


In connection with the exhibit at 


Paris, it is also proposed to describe the 
experiments on the food and nutrition 
of man which are being carried out in 
different parts of the United States by 
the department of agriculture and un- 
der tbe direction of Professor Atwater. 
— New York Tribune. 


CITY OF PASIG. 


Some Facts About tbe Town Recent- 


ly Captured by Our Force*. 


Pasig, which is now in possession of 


the American forces, is an important 
town ten miles east of Manila, on the 
Pasig river. The stream is the outlet of 
Bay lake, a large inland sea, and is 12 
miles long. It is the principal channel 
of communication with the interior 
and passes between the commercial dis- 
tricts and the fortress of Manila. Where 
the river enters Manila bay the city of 
Manila has been built on both banks. 
The extensive suburbs of the city stretch 
along both margins of the Pasig, cover- 
ing an area of about five square miles. 
Small flat bottomed steamers ply on tbe 
Pasig between the inland lake and the 
sea, carrying most of the commerce of 
the interior of the southern part of Ln- 
zon island. The river has an average 
breadth of 350 feet and a depth of 8 to 
86 feet 


The center for the interior trade is 


the city of Pasig. It is the principal 
outer market of Manila. Standing as it" 
does at the head of Bay lake, where its 
waters are emptied into the Pasig river, 
the lake traffic as well as tbe trade from 
the fertile territory round about passes 
throngh this island city. 
For three 


miles along tbe banks of the river near 
the city is an nnbroken line of aquatic 
preserves for the ducks brad to supply 
the wants of Manila. They are fed on 
shellfish /brought from the roadstead, 
and the eggs are artificially hatched in 
Pateros, a town on an arm of the river 
two or three miles south and a little 
west of Pasig. 


Pasig is considered an excellent van- 


tage point from which to command mili- 
tary operations in the interior. The 
river forms a quick and easy avenue of 
communication with Manila, and the 
river gunboats can keep it clear at all 
times. The gunboats can be made effect- 
ive over a large territory on Bay lake.— 
'Chicago Times-Herald,

As years and centuries roll by and 


man comes to understand himself bet- 
ter, there is leas and less certainty as 
to where crime begins and who is re- 
sponsible for it. In this case for In- 
stance, even if it is found that Evans 
used liquors to great excess, might it 
not be possible that the same weak- 
ness-of character that allowed him to 
indulge a passion for strong drink 
afforded no power of resistance to 
other passions, rather than that liquor 
inflamed him to the crime. We say 
this as a possible Explanation, and yet 
is it not as probable as any other? 
There are crimes enough and suffering 
enough that can be charged up to 
liquor without the need of quoting the 
Evans case, which has been used in 
what seems to many such an exag- 
gerated way. 


But there is a lesson for all of us. 


We are responsible, not only for what 
we ourselves do, but for many ot the 
sins of those who come after us. We 
can indulge in excesses—yes, and it 
includes intemperate temperance agita- 
tion—only with danger to generations 
yet unborn, for we can not tell 
to 


what manner of mental or bodily de- 
degeneracy our indulgence may lead.

It is really too bad that a man so 


thoughtful and earnest as Rev. Freder- 
ick A. Taylor, pastor of the Unlversa- 
list church, has proved himself to be, 
should be criticised by any newspaper 
for the stand he takes for the public 
good on matters pertaining thereto, 
and when the position is fortified and 
strengthened by statistics innumer- 
able.

Evans, the man held for the grand 
jury after pleading guilty to a heinous 
crime, was traced to liquor. Mr. Tay- 
lor made the claim that the crime of 
Evans, which shocked the entire com- 
munity, was due almost'wholly to the 
use of intoxicants, and many argu- 
ments were presented to strengthen 
his view of the case. The day following 
and since, attempts have been made 
by interested parties in a "sourly 
philosophical way" to tear down his 
arguments and prove him Unequal to 
the task of placing the responsibility 
where it belongs. No one denies that 
Evans is morally a degenerate, but Mr. 
Taylor showed conclusively that it was 
the liquor consumed by him during the 
afternoon which spurred him on to the 
crime. Our philosophical friends, hav- 
ing figured the matter out to their 
heart's content, openly assert that 
Evans was not so drunk but that he 
knew enough to steal a horse In Stam- 
ford, that he drove to* this city, that he 
enticed the little girl into his sleigh 
with a plausible story, drove over the 
mountain to an unoccupied house and 
later built a Hre for his own comfort, 
and In refutation of their argument the 
chief of police declares, and everyone j 
knows, that most crimes and espec- i 
ially those like Evans1, are committed • 
when the brain is fired with perhaps a 
small amount of liquor and not when 
the imbiber IB intoxicated in the com- 
mon acceptance of the term. 


Havana, March 20.— The workmen's

A serious conflict between the police 


and people of Havana Saturday night 
resulted in considerable shooting and 
clubbing. From 20 to 50 people were 
wounded, some seriously. Among the 
Injured to Bolice Captain Batampea, for- 
merly a colonel In the Cuban army. 


Ever since the police interference 


about a week ago with the demonstra- 
tion in honor of General Gomez, they 
have been unpopular with the populace, 
who Jeer at them and declare them In- 
efficient 
Certain newspapers let no 


opportunity escape to criticise the force, 
denouncing the arrests as unfair, and 
charging the police with "trampling 
| upon the rights of a fre» people " The 


police are virtually in the position of 
men who have to make the people fear 
them in order to secure obedience, as 
they have no record to fall back upon 
for example. 


Saturday night's trouble occurred at 


a public mulatto ball in San Jose street, 
an unsavory quarter of Havana. Many 
Cuban officers, colonels and captains 
among them, attended the affair. A po- 
liceman on duty in that street, follow- 
ing orders to prevent a crowd collect- 
ing in front of the building where the 
ball was In progress, asked a group of 
men to go in or to disperse. 
His re- 


quest was unheeded, and, after repeat- 
ing it, he was attacked by the group, 
whereupon many issued from the build- 
ing, set upon him, took away his club 
and revolver, and handled him roughly. 


The policeman immediately notified 


headquarters, who ordered 20 reserves 
to the scene of the trouble. The crowd 
had prepared for their arrival. It is said 
they opened with a revolver fire upon 
the police, which the latter returned, the 
shooting being kept up until the am- 
munition was exhausted. 
The oppo- 


nents of the police acted in the affray 
with determination. 
Many who were 


in the building mounted to the roof 
which is comparatively low, and fired 
upon the police from that point. The} 
were apparently well armed, and this 
fact, together with the resolution with 
which they fought, seems to confirm the 
belief that the attacking party was 
mostly made up of Cuban officers, as 
ordinary civilians would havt fled from 
the revolvers of the police. 


Many women were wounded. 
A re- 


port is in circulation that two of the 
injured civilians have succumbed to 
their wounds, but this is not confirmed. 


Public opinion respecting the police is 


conflicting. 
Some sustain them, and 


others charge them with interfering with 
the rights of the people. 
As the facts 


become known, however, opinion is in- 
creasing in favor of the force. It is re- 
ported on good authority that many who 
were wounded withdrew hastily, be- 
cause they were unwilling to have it 
known that they were present. 


American troops were called to the 


scene when the trouble was over, am 
numerous arrests followed. 
Police 


Captain Estampes, who is well known 
in Cuban military circles, is so badly in- 
jured that fears are entertained that he 
will not recover. 
Police Inspector Ar- 


ango, who came into notice on the day 
of the Gomez demonstration, because of 
his attempts to break up the procession, 
and who subsequently challenged Gen- 
eral Rodrlgues, chief of staff of General 
Gomez, for having accused him of club- 
bing a woman, is credited with bravery 
and coolness in his efforts to restore or- 
der. 


Numerous permits have been issued 


for similar balls, including one for an 
affair at the same house, and it is feared 
that there may be further trouble. 
Those who ought to know say that they 
are really against the law and that the 
permits should be revoked. 


Shortly before 9 o clock it was reported 


that another conflict between the people 
and the polii • 
alien place last even- 


Ing in the ou 
c« of Havana, and two 


policemen ai>u several civilians, all 
wounded, were conveyed to police head- 
quarters. 
It is asserted also that two 


policemen were killed, and that the re- 
serves had been called out. 


There is also a rumor that a policeman 


was stabbed to death yesterday after- 
noon.

He 
came to Augusta in 18G2, and has ever 
since been identified with the press of 
the city. 
In 1870 he became a member 


of the city council. 
From 1872 to 1877 


he served in the state legislature. In 
1880, 1884 and 1896 he was delegate to the 
Democratic convention, and served for 
four years as a member of the Demo- 
cratic national executive 
committee. 


He served as member-at-large for the 
world's fair commission; in 1894 was ap- 
pointed by Governor Northern to the 
United States senate on the death of 
Senator Colquitt; in 1897 was elected 
mayor of Augusta, which office he filled 
at the time of his death. 


His funeral will take place from St.

When Insects Sleep. 


There is no doubt that all insects, ex- , 


cept those, like tbe May fly. which die 
very soon after they are born, take rest > 
Some of them take from 10 to 20 hours 
I 


rest at a time—as, for instance, butter- 
flies, which remain fixed to certain 
spots for days together. Some caterpil- 
lars and moths like rest during the day. 
appearing only at night, while insects 
of the bee and wasp tribe do their work 
by day and slumber at night 
{ 


Beetles may often be found during 


the daytime with their legs drawn up 
under their bodies in a condition sug- 
gesting repose, while it is well known 
that they make their depredations prin- 
cipally by night 
| 


Some insects, again, take a long pe- 


riod of rest during the winter months, 
and it ia certain that insects, like any 
other family of animals, enjoyiperiods 
of repose, though, as they cannot cloee 
their eyes, it seems hardly right to call 
this sleep. 


A Hlsslnc L1«k. 


tt will doubtless surprise many who 


bave never even beard of tbe brute that 
there still exists on the island of Java 
an animal, or rather a reptile, which 
seems to be tbe missing link between 
the ichthyosauri of prehistoric days and 
the well known saurians of modern 
times. 


This animal is known to the Javanese 


as "linguin." It fell to the luck of 
Baron Alfonso Pereira, consul general 
of Austria-Hungary, to shoot one of 
these beat to some year* ago.

I wan going to be the cool* 
eat headed man within a radius of many 
milea If the fire should break out in 
the middle of the night while I was in 
bed, I intended to get up very coolly 
upon being awakened, deliberately slip 
on enough clothing to keep me out of 
the hands of the police upon making 
my appearance, get my money and then 
pick up my most valuable sample case 
and the valise in which I had packed 
articles of clothing in current use and 
walk out, leaving the rest of my gear 
to take its chance upon the fiie being 
squelched On my way through the cor- 
ridors, in case I met up with any beau- 
tiful, 
supplicating maidens or any 


aged, incapable women, I bad it all pic- 
tured how I would drop my two grips 
and take them down the seething stair- 
case, one on each arm. presenting a 
heroic and inspiring spectacle as I 
emerged from the caldron of flame. ' 


"Well, what happened ? Luckily for 


•me. I bad a third story front room in 
the Baldwin 
The fire broke out in the 


basement along toward 8 o'clock in the

Then I 


snatched a mackintosh that I had 
thrown over my trunk on coming in the 
night before and folded it after consid- 
erable difficulty, owing to my chill 
tremblings, over my pyjamas. Then I 
reached for a hat, and of course1 it was 
about my luck to get the worsj hat I 
owned out of half a dozen scattered over 
the room. Then I made for the door. I 
want you to understand that I made for 
the door in a hurry too, 


"On my way to the door I stumbled 


over one of my sample cases and kicked 
it over in front of the door

SHERMAN WAS-KIND. 


A SOUTHERN POET'S RECOLLECTIONS 


OF THE GENERAL

The germ of newspapers is found in 


ancient Rome The government some 
two centuries previous to tbe Christian 
era is known to have promulgated its 
edicts by means of written papers affix- j 
ed to pillars. Nor was there much dif- 
ference between the style of these acta 
diurnia. as they were termed, and that i 
which now prevails further than that 
the former were more brief and simple | 
and deficient in introductory phrases j 
and the editorial "we." They generally* 
gave the news or occurrence in simply 
indicative sentences without introduc- 
tion or comment of any kind. 


Moat of these acta which have been 


preserved are found to mention but one 
or two events. They are headed with 
the date in Roman fashion and the 
name of the then consul and para- 
graphs such as the following formed 
the staple "It thundered, and an oak 
waa struck with lightning on that part 
of Mount Palatine called Snuiina Vevia, 
early in the afternoon." "Murena, the 
consul, sacrificed early in the morning 
in the Temple of Castor and Pollux, 
and afterward assembled the senate in 
Pompey's senate house," "C. Caesar set 
out for his government in farther 
Spain, having long been detained by 
his creditors.' 


It is hardly possible for as now. with 


all the lights of science around and th- 
shoals of newspapers with which we 
are supplied, to form a proper notion of 
the darkness which, fpr want of these, 
involved the masses of the people for 
many centuries after the fall of the Ro- 
man empire We are told that the cru- 
saders were so ignorant of geography 
that at every town they approached in 
central Europe they inquired if it was 
Jerusalem When they at length reached 
their destination, their exploits would 
have remained unknown for years to 
their relatives and friends at home had 
not at times some few straggling pil- 
grims found their way back to tbe 
west" Even bad news in those days 
could not. contrary to the proverb, 
travel fast. 
Every little community 


must then have lived much within it- 
self. 


It was not until the sixteenth century 


tHat anything at all approaching even 
to the scanty Roman acta diurnia can 
be found to have revived in the modern 
world. The war which tbe Venetian re- 
public waged against the Turks gave 
rise in 1563 to the custom of communi- 
cating the military and commercial in- 
formation in Venice by written sheets, 
notizic scritee, to be read in a particu- 
lar place to those desirous of hearing 
the news, who paid for this privilege 
with a coin no longer in use, called gaz- 
zetta, a name which came in time to 
be applied to the news sheet itself both 
in Italy and France and subsequently 
in England, when this mode of impart- 
ing news carae into usa 


The Venetian government eventually 


gave these announcements in a regular 
manner once a month, bnt they were 
too jealous to allow them to be printed. 
Only a few written copies were trans- 
mitted to such as subscribed and paid 
for them Thirty volumes of these valu- 
able manuscript newspapers exist in 
the Magjia Bechian library at Florence.' 
About the same time advertising wants 
commenced, the father of Montaigne, 
the celebrated essayist, being credited 
with the suggestion for making the 
wants of individuals known to the pub- 
lic in France. These were received at 
offices established for the purpose and 
were first posted on tbe walls of public 
places, receiving the names of affiches. 
In time this led to a systematic- and 
periodic publication in sheeta These 
were termed affiches in consequence cf 
their contents being originally fixed up 
as placards, though the word itself is 
French for advertisement 


It is to England as represented by 


Queen Elizabeth that the honor of com- 
mencing printed sheets of public intel- 
ligence is to be ascribed. When the 
Spanish armada threatened an invasion 
of tbis country, that sage queen, re- 
marking the disadvantage of the vague 
and alarming rumors which circulated 
everywhere, resolved to inform her peo- 
ple truly of the impending dangera 
She began to publish from time to time 
a sheet bearing the following title 
"The English Mercuire, published by 
authoritie. for the contradiction of false 
reports.' Of this publication three cop- 
ies are preserved in the British museum. 
the earliest. No 50, bearing date July 
23 1S88 The first article, dated from 
Whitehall, contains advices from Sir 
Francis Walsingham that the armada 
was seen in the channel, making for the 
entrance, with a favorable gale An ac- 
connt is then given of her majesty's 
fleet, which consisted of 80 sail, divided 
into four squadrons, commanded by 
the lord high admiral, in the Ark Royal. 
Sir Francis Drake and Admirals Haw- 
kins and Frobisher 
Under the head. 


"London, there is an account of an 
interview which the mayor and cor- 
poration bad on the previous day with 
her majesty, for thb purpose of assuring 
her of the resolution to stand by her 
with their liven and fortunes to the last 
Under tbe same head appears the fol- 
lowing 
paragraph 
"Yesterday the 


Scotch ambassador bad a private audi- 
ence of ber majestie, and delivered a let 
ter containing tbe most coidial assur- 
ances of adhering to her majestie's in- 
terests, and to those of the Protestant 
religion, and the younge king. James 
Vlth. said to ber majestie's minister at 
his court that all the favour he expected 
of the Spaniards was the courtesie of 
Polyphemus to Ulysses, that he should be 
devoured to the last ' We wonder what 
would be thought of embassadon in 
these days if they interlarded their oral 
communications with such classical ref- 
erencesl

The story told by Stanton has never 


found its way into print, but it deserves 
a place among the minor incidents and 
reminiscences of the war period. 
" When Savannah fell," said Stanton, 


"I was a little chap about 8 years old. 
The confuMon and tumult in the streets 
frightened me,' and I was afraid to go 
very i'ar from the house. 
" Young as I waa, I understood that 


something very serious had occurred. 
Instead of seeing Confederate soldiers 
parading tbe streets with a few Federal 
prisoners I saw thousands of Federals 
swarming through the town, and they 
had a great many Confederates under 
guard. 


"The situation had been reversed. 


That was plain, even to a child. 


"My father was very ill, in the last 


stages of consumption, and my mother 
was worn out with anxiety and the 
cares of the household. Our neighbors 
wore panic stricken, and everybody 
seemed to be expecting some awful ca- 
lamity. 


"Penned up there as we bad been for a 


long time, without supplies and with- 
out any money except worthless Confed- 
erate currency, the outlook was gloomy 
enough. How was my sick father to get 
tbe things he needed? That was the 
problem with my mother. 
i 


"Somebody told General Sherman 


about my father and mentioned the faot 
that he was a kinsman of a very distin- 
guished and powerful officer on the Un- 
ion Bide, 


"One day when I entered my father's 


room I found three Federal officers sit- 
ting there in pleasant conversation with 
the invalid and my moth en, 


"I was scared and started to run, bnt 


one of the strangers, a middle aged man 
with a roughly trimmed brown beard, 
called me back. Ha asked my name, and 
before I knew it had me on his knee, 
and he said so many nice things to me 
that I took quite a fancy to him. 


"He was General Sherman, and he 


bad called with two of his staff officers 
to sea my father. 
\,ueu the visitors 


left, the general told my mother at the 
door that ha knew all about the incon- 
veniences of a siege and insisted upon 
sending from tbe army stores something 
that would suit a sick man. 


"Under the circumstances such an 


offer could not; be declined. It was a 
picnic for the children of the family, I 
can tell you. 


"After that, while tbe general was in 


the city, something was sent to the 
bouse every day. Brandy, wine, loaf 
sugar, lemons, beef, chickens, coffee, 
vegetables and I don't know what else 
came in generous quantities. We had 
plenty for the family and for our near- 
est nighbors. 


"Nor was that all. The general sent 


one of the best physicians in the hos- 
pital service, and the last days of my 
father were made far more comfortable 
than we had hoped for under the ad- 
verse conditions of those dark days. 


"General Sherman came to the h'-^e 


once more before he left Savannah. 
T 


cannot remember what he said, but he 
was sympathetic and he said something 
about the pleasure it gave him to aid a 
relative of his distinguished friend at 
Washington. 


"At that time I was very fond of a 


showy uniform, and it vexed my child- 
ish mind to see my friend the general 
always dressed so shabbily. His staff 
officers presented a better appearance, 
and some of them were really gorgeous 
m their spectacular rig. 


"The other boys and the negroes 


agreed with rue that the commander 
most be in very hard luck or he would 
certainly dress better. Still, I was then 
convinced that he was a wonderfully 
wise man. With my pockets fall of his 
loaf sugar, which 1 had surreptitiously 
abstracted from the pantry, I would 
have been ungrateful if I had formed 
any other opinion. 


"Sherman left the city and marched 


onward through the Carolines, and that 
ended the war. 


"No, I never saw him again. My fa- 


ther died, and I lived in diflereat places, 
iny work keeping me so busy that I had 
no time to think of the general or any- 
body else not connected with my imme- 
diate business. I wish now that I had 
seen him before he passed away. As it 
is, 1 can only recall him as he appeared 
to my boyish and wondering eyes, un- 
der circumstances which did not givo 
me an opportunity to study him. No 
matter what may be said of his conduct 
in war, I cannot help liking him. Ha 
was a good friend just when we most 
needed one."—Chicago Times-Herald.

"Just meet it fairly in its flight with 
your bat, and it will travel at a lively 
pace Now the secret is in meeting or 
in timi.ig that meeting If you are an in- 
stant late or an instant too soon in hit- 
ting the ball, you will lose the driving 
power to your blow. It all lies in the 
step a batter takes in going after a ball 
If you step In at the right time, you are 
pretty nearly sure to hit the ball fairly 
on the nose.

of Sale of Strong Liquors and Sub- 


stitution of Fermented Liquors. 


Points for the License 


Commissioners. 


In his prelude to the regular sermon 


Sunday evening, Rev. W. L. Tenney 
spoke on the "The rights of a minority." 
Government by a majority is not gov- 
ernment by the people, he said. Our 
presidents, before their election to high 
office, are often partisans—after tak- 
ing office, like President McKinley dur- 
ing the recent war, they congratulate 
themselves when their policy appeals 
to men of all parties. 


The extreme positions of a partisan 


platform are rarely carried out. The 
influence of the minority is felt in most 
legislation which, is enacted. The con- 
servative party 1n Great Britain has 
achieved its greatest success in adopt- 
ing measures for which the minority 
pnce stood alone, 


In our city charter, we recognize the 


justice of the principles of proportion- 
ate representation, and if the spirit of 
the charter is observed, the minority 
will always be able to make its in- 
fluence felt in the council chamber. . 


Mr. Tenney then raised the question, 


as one which deserved thought and 
discussion, "Does not the no-license 
minority have certain rights which 


j should be respected in a town or city 


which votes for license?" 


An analysis- of the situation in North 


Adams shows a small majority for 
license. A change of a few votes would 
have meant that not a cent of revenue 
should be received by tho city for the 
sale of liquor. 


The law gives our commissioners the 


power of saying whether 19 places 
shall be licensed or nine. They are even 
justified, if they deem best, in refusing 
to grant any license. 


They recognize the fact, however, 


that they are put into office to carry 
out the will of thp people in accordance 
with .the laws of the commonwealth. 
With an overwhelming majority for 
license, wirh practical unamimity of 


! view :n favor of the salo'on, their 


course would seem plain; they must 
license as many places and secure as 
muoh revenue as the laws allows. 


With a bare majority for license, the 


case 
is 
radically 
different. 
The 


large minority vote of our city means 
a real majority in favor of temperance 
and good order, for to the votes of the 
minority, we must add the votes of the 
large number of conscientious men \\ ho 
voted for license, not primarily for the 
sake of the revenue but as a practical, 
restrictive measure. 


Our experience of the past year, con- 


firms the view that this real majority 
favors the enforcement of law, but I 
believe that we may go further and say 
that this same larger majority of the 
people of North Adams would be fav- 
orably disposed to any action upon the 
part of our commissioners which would 
lessen the number of places where dis- 
tilled liquors are sold over the bar. 


It has been assumed by some that all 


the bottling establishments are to be 
closed this year, and that we are to 
regard the law by having 19 saloons. But 
this is by no means a necessary in-

ference.The people are not so anxious 
for money that they would not wel- 
come bottling establishments in the 
place of some of the saloons. 


Our commissioners would act con- 


servatively, were they to license 17 
saloons and two bottling1 establish- 
ments and at the same time they would 
substitute for two of the saloons places 
whose influence would be far less detri- 
mental to the moral and economic wel- 
fare of the community. I do not argue 
for the bottling establishments as a 
temperance institution; I do claim that 
the wine and beer which it sells are 
better than whiskey and the way in 
which it sells when the law is re- 
garded, is less likely to abuse than the 
sale' of stronger liquors over the bar 
in a crowded saloon. 


I hope to see a most important ex- 


periment tried in North Adams and 
other Massachusetts cities which vote 
for license by a bare majority. Most of 
the men who get drunk and who com- 
mit 
crimes 
when 
under 
the 


influence 
of 
liquor 
are 
foreign- 


ers. 
The 
staple 
drink 
of 
most 


of these foreigners, before coming to 
this country, was the lighter liquors. 
Statistics shew less drunkenness in 
countries where wine and beer are the 
main beverages than among us. 


Is it not in the interest of true reform 


for us to find out whether the grant.ng 
licenses of the second, third and fifth 
classes would not be for the advantage 
of the community in promotingsobrlsty 
among those who have given us the 
most trouble while at the same time 
comforming to the vote in favor of 
license. 


With the kind of population which 


we have in North Adams, wouid not 
this be at least a step forward? If we 
could reduce drunkenness among us to 
the same degree in which it prevails in 
wine and beer drinking countries, 
would it not be better than giving a 
license to sell the liquors which are 
largely responsible for the demoraliz- 
ation of intemperance? 


Let us never cease to labor for the de- 


velopment of a sentiment which will 
banish the saioon but let us hope that 
in the meantime every temperance man 
will welcome any means which will 
lessen the abuses conected with the 
sale and consumption of liquors. 


The Boston and Albany railroad will 


April 1 make another change in the re- 
bate check system in cases where 
passegcrs pay cash fares on trains. 
Since last September passengers with- 
out tickets have paid the regular fare 
between stations without the excess 
charge of 10 cents. Duplex tickets have 
been given by tha conductors, the pas- 
senger receiving one that serves as a 
receipt to shov/ that the.fare has been 
paid, "and the other being retained by 
the conductor. By this system the pre- 
c'se fare being collected, the passenger's 
check has no cash value as in the past. 


On April 1 there will be a return to 


the old system of collecting 10 cents 
extra whfn cash fare is paid, and fur- 
nishing the passenger with a check 
that can be redeemed for 10 cents at 
j 


any ticket office. 


It was rumored at the time the 


change was made last fall that it was 
due to a belief that revenue stamps 
might be required on the rebate checks. 
If this had any basis in fact, it has 
apparently been discovered t» be an 
error. 


Another reason for a return to the 


old system is said to be the large in- 
crease in the number of cash fares 
paid on trains. This of course over- 
buidens the conductors, who have to 
use time in making change. A return to 
the old system is expected to drive the 
cash-fare passengers back to the ticket 
offices.
